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Tt was not, however, the one in the 
original plan. So, in 1960, the Camas 
Lions were trying to cover it agein 
and this time the plan was to edd a 
recreation center for dancing, skating 
and ping-pong. The new plan was cs- 
timated at $200,0M). 

The $200,000 plan inched fiber- 
glass walls, which could be removed 
in the summer, and a rool of green 
fiberglass would sllow in light. 

Finding moncy to build the enclo 
sure was unavailable. The Lions sug- 
gestcd a special onc-year levy, which
